324-2149, was interviewed on September 4, 1975. Regarding 
the signed, sworn statement furnished by MRS. CAMPBELL on 
September 3, 1975, she stated that she was positive that 
NAN FENNER was present in the "coke room" when the letter 
allegedly left at the Dallas Office prior to November 22, 

1963 was discussed. MRS. CAMPBELL stated "She was there. 

I just know she was there." She stated that it was her 
feeling that NAN FENNER was the one who told her of the letter 
but she is not as certain of this as she is of the fact that 
MRS. FENNER was present. She was unable after reviewing the 
Dallas Office personnel list dated November 22, 1963, to furnish 
the identity of any other individuals present. 

MRS . CAMPBELL Advised that Agent HOSTY worked with 
SA’s W. HARLAN BROWN, WALLACE R. HEITMAN and EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL 
during the pertinent period (November, 1963). 
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
